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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a method for controlling an operation of an electronic wheel unit 
assigned to a vehicle wheel, which comprises the steps of: controlling the operation of 
the electronic wheel unit and thereby controlling an energy consumption of the 
electronic wheel unit in dependence on the data acquired by the at least one state 
detection device and the at least one energy detection device with a central control unit 
connected to the at least one state detection device and to the at least one energy 
detection device; and ensuring a functionality of the electronic wheel unit during 
predetermined important operating states of the vehicle wheel that at least temporarily 
consumes more energy than is instantaneously available from the generator; and 
reducing the functionality of the electronic wheel unit during predetermined less 
important operating states of the vehicle wheel to a degree that the energy available 
from the generator is greater than the energy consumed by the electronic wheel unit, 
resulting in the generator charging up the energy storage device to compensate for 
energy previously over-consumed or to be over-consumed. These limitations are neither 
taught nor obvious by the prior art of record.
